ynto him, and to procure awnſwear : and yt it were 
poſſible, tocauſe him to come hither, being as 1 he. 
' re.litle eſtemed there. I aſſure yor W. it might turne 


to the benifir of Chriſtendofhe.

To theright honorable the LL. of the 
Quene of Englandes moſt honora- 
ble privy councell. 


N epiftle of an Ebrew mo# plentifully Lerned 
in 4ll Rabbin 5kill, (right honorable) came xnto 
AV, myne handes a feuv dayes agoe : afier that ut 
bene in England, and ſene of your grace, my L.archb. 
end ſome others of your Lordshippes. The right wſage of 
the matter conteyned therin, as the ambaſiadours letters 
unill chew you , what he indgeth, may turne to the good , 
of all Chriftendome. The matter being of /o weighty tm- * 
portance, it toucheth her maiefy, to take care, how to dea- 
le in princely Lerned wiſdome , throughty for thu caſe: 
that all Chriftendome may ſee as much done for the comon 
good, as the care and 5kill off man can afforde. Tour hono- 
wres shall ſee in the letter two pointes of requett: the one 
touching the countenance and Charges of the Quene 10 
ſend « [choler requeſted , to rule all the ſcholes of dininity - 
in. Conftantinople. This argueth ſome conference with the 
emperour for leaue And he. should be firit of high autto- 
rity as home, that shoulddo thu abroad, tothe Quenes ho- 
nour. The other poindt of reque#t Handeth, for performan- 
ce, vpon 4 ſcholers Lerning : all Ebrew skill for theton- 
gue, maſporites,for comparing with clear declaration, ihe 
prophetes and apoftles: and for awnſwear to all the groun- 
des & branches of the lewes cabal, & traditiones, how it 
fayleth: and what jmtheyr udies can be allowed. Here 
4 Lerned awnfwearer will undertake by ſure grammer 
and reaſon to ſuch 4 plain hart as he beareth, to make Mo- 
ſes, the prophetes, the Goſpel and epiitles ro be a5 harpers (0- 
lowing the Lambe on mount Ston : and will proue all places 
of Scripture for thus concent fromthe pureft and bei? Rab- 
bines taught fram anctenter writers then are of theyr aps- 
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ble, how for memory of phraſes or ſlortes they were mvented: 


4 that : Abakuk brought Daniel a meſie of Pottage. wheras 


the ſentence written in greatletters THE IV ST SHAL 
LIVE BYFATTHthisfor two pointtes: luſhce chalenged of 
Daniel to hane ſtopped the Liones mouth: and fayth told b 
the king of him,made the ſaing of the amiable prophet to be 
the meſie of potage to him that allways maketh God the mud. 
ge. The demaund of the conſlantinopolitane Rabbin Lap- 
peth in it a diſcourſe and declaration for all theſe pointes; 
any of which he that fayleth shall beare ſmall fway with lewes 
who will require to mete with better Lerned then them ſelues 
before they change religion. Hither of ordinary courſe, will be 
long a Cenſure of the Greke Septuagint: what they alterd to 
avoyd diferace from heathen : where they miſſed of wnkil- 
falnes, or unhedineſs: where the Charatters deceantd theyr 
eiſtehtuhat a peece of a letter made a new Greketerme : how 
Fills wnwowelled cauſed them ſometme of purpoſe to 
put one word for an other,oftener of errour : how im ſome 


of all theſe pointes the hoy $haſt that cannot miſe, maks the 


Apoſiles ta beare with the worldes weakenes: requiring he- 
reinas much ebrew Kill again#t Grekes, as Ebrewes call for, 
acainſt them ſelues. wherin yf Grekes be not overmatched, 
whoſe erroares hae marred all religion, they mo# hinder all 


rhe good that should come to Chriittanity. Theſe be two chief 


pointtes of the letter : which doe require a direfte awnſwear: 
and wherupon flandeth all the hope of doing good, to the eat 
part : that they Lernine religion from vs in the endes of the 
earth, may bend all theyr force, to recompence vs, with all. 
good. And theſe poindtes were conteyned, in the end of the 
proſe, in hu letter : Certen verſes of 4 ſonnet are the la#t 
end of an harty affettion, chewing an infinite aefire to ha- 
we the trmeth of Saluation opened from Enzland, whece as 


be 15 perſuaded that may beſt be afforded. To win ſoules good, 


whick- 
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which he fo greatly deſireth , not towin @ ſacrifice,or 4 tow, 
as Homer ſpeateth,nor yet running,.zs Achultes, for the life of 
Hettor,but running for the ſoles off all the wandrnie lewes, 
that they may be gathered ito the shepefold. of Che He 
greathy extolleth the knowledge of diuinty in-England, 
a congregation of ynderſtanding, & of all yariety of 
wiſdome, where Children are aboue all hope multi- 
plied,that with aſtonishmeat it may be ſayd fronrEſay, 
who hath begothen theſe to me. Herein he breaketh 
out intro rcioycing that from the endes of the carth 
ſonges are hard, tzeby le tzaddik, theiuſt hath ha- 
nour. 1: :h15,the plain dealing hart greatly rewyced, with 4 
fiyle lerned,from ſcriptures holy termes, not of ſo familiar te- 
our inthe vulgar phraſe of nationes. But in ſage eftimation 
hu ſpeches wilbe perles afore any but hogges. After this entra. 
ce toallure recompence for his mot bundle ood will , which 
any wilbe willing to recompence,that FR theyr owne feel 
ing what hope of ſatuation #, he entrethin poltica fort to 
Shew the. groundes of hu petition, upon what hope of pro- 
meſie he opened his deſire in this Zealows maner , & thirty 
care, t0 drink of the waters of life, & sheweth that M. Ed- 
ward (as he wruteth him) Barton,gaue him all hu hope:froms 
whoſe mouth he was flirred vp. Him he termeth in mot ho- 
norable termes, A tzir, that ts. meſfinger, faithfull to thens 
that ſend him : the mediatour of peace,the Lord & Tiphſar. 
By that terme Nahum nameth the high officers of Nineveh. 
The ſame conſonantes make Satrapyhe Lieutenantes of Per- 
) ftas title. of him he ſayth,that he aſſured him how for bright. 
clearnes inthe Scriptares he should be fully ſatisfied for any 
queſtion touching Scripture, of the Trinity or the other 
noble treaſures of wiſdome the armes of theworld. And 
upon hu wordes he concludeth, that the gate of Enelish Scho 
ters being Such, the hart muſl be more eſt#ed. Hehath further 
pray/e of the Ambaſ/adours worthines: & slideth thence vt 
4k & 


zo the Quenes mateſfties commedation.for which her highnes, 
45 4 dew of the faith,in hu expettation, will afford him 

confort & help, for 9. of ſtrengthening in Chrifttanity, 
 bothhim & all of hu aeſire.of her highnes he ſpeakterh Elo- 
qnentely in Ebrew termes, picked as lewels from the brauery 
of ancient ſlates: yet not baſe in our language thts: Is not 
ſhethe mighty amonge the nationes : a princeſſamon 
ge the countreyes.the only qnene of this world: Eliza- 
betah,the perteA amonge the perfeQ, the terrible as 
cipes. It is knowen in the gates of the nationes , when 
they ſee her,that ſhe is the princeſſe, the crowne, the 
honour,the diademe zhe owverrauler of the knigdome of 
the Romanes. Elaw or Edom the Rabbines generally 
in theyr commentaries put for Rome. Azd tha? 5he 
hathin her kingdom theſkiltull in all knowledge,for the 
filuer and gold of it: as in the golden Candelſtick, 
for the vſcof it : the generalles, the particulares, the 
knoppes, the bowles, and the floures , And he pray- 
eth hartely thatthe Eternal king wold ſtrength her 
kingdome,with mighty influEce as was ypon ſyr Fran- 
s Draco, a roaring lion againſt the ſauage heare 
at shaketh the carth, & quakech the nationes. Other 
waters which greatly touch the Quenes honour, & your G. 
my Lord Arch. to regard, are inthe epiftle : for which lans 
not of place to giue any intelligence to her ſacred maieſty, 
nor direttion. Tour grace in a matter of thu great Weds 
as her highnes honours regard shoald be, will not neglect to 
ſend a meſiinger to Baſil,to haue a copy of the Epiftle. As for 
' pheletter,l hope it s my right, and that Imay hepe it. for 4 
Tewell, as M. Beza doth his Moſes of manifold languages in 
Ebrew charatter : which were in Enoland,but required ho 
me: of which he wrote to me to Baſil, that he wold lend me 
them to further the translation of the Bible, with entreating 


we not to leaue, or gene ouer, for no croſſing of hinderance: 
But 


Bat he will not let them ove, out of thirzountrey So y087 8. 
Shall haxe with all my moit humble duty,a copy of this epiſtle, 
for the 9.honour and ſpeches touching her : but M. Bezaes 
Book of two volumes # not 4 dearer xepuAuov (ſo he wri. 
zeth ) ro him,then ths epiftle ts to me. And 1 wold not willin. 
gly haue it out of myne ownek eping. Touching the awnſwes 
re unto the Lerned Rabbi,which shouldbe in his «wne ton- 
gueand as eloquent as his owne ſtyle, and from London whe- 
ther he endorced his epiftle: the Ambaſſadour at ByJantium 
hs lettre to M.Stapers tellinge that this may turne to the go- 
od of all Chriftendome, LI I hope kindledin your zealous 
wiſdome,a ates ara * that no contempt ff furtherance 
in this cauſe,make the nationes about think the occaſion of- 
fred unto you,and negletted, to haue bene the extreme hin- 
derance & blemish of Chriſhan hope for bettering throueh 
the world. Therfore modeſtly forbidderh me to chalenge any 
ſuperiority of zeale,as once t0turne my penne 10 exhorta- 
110n,and ftirrine wp. And this 1 write not of myne owne de- 
ſire: but to ſatusfie ſuch as wold otherwiſe think that I should, 
awnſwear the lew: becauſe he writeth Unto me. But as the 
Lady of Perſia kneled to Hepheftio,meaning a ſupplication 
zo Alexander : So the Iew reverencing me, looketh for an 
awn{wear which the whole Fate will allow. Now , nether 
modesily, nor policy ſuffreth to warre in ths combat , wi- 
' thout the 9. countenance , preferment , & allowance. W he- 
ras the lew muiteth into triall of lerninge : yf the 9. with 
all Chriftendome hall indge, whether wilbe found the rea- 
dier in the prophetes languaze: & controlment of Rab. 
bines. Doubiles, he muſt be awnſweared. When others refu- 
fe 1 am ready, afier due recompence,to write,and togoe:Lea 
wine, 44 Ariitiaes, particular imuries, for the generall goed.
